ISSUANCE AND SALE OF LOS ANGELES UNIFIED SCHOOL DISTRICT

(COUNTY OF LOS ANGELES, CALIFORNIA)
GENERAL OBLIGATION BONDS, ELECTION OF 2002 (MEASURE K), SERIES C

ANDGENERAL OBLIGATION BONDS, ELECTION OF 2004 (MEASURE R), SERIES H

(ALL DISTRICTS) (3 VOTES)

IT IS RECOMMENDED THAT YOUR BOARD:

Adopt the Resolution authorizing the issuance and sale of general obligation bonds of
the Los Angeles Unified School District (District) in an aggregate principal amount of not

. to exceed $750,000,000 pursuant to the District's Measure K Authorization and
$1,000,000,000 pursuant to the District's Measure R Authorization.

PURPOSE/JUSTIFICATION OF RECOMMENDED ACTION

The governing board of the District adopted a resolution on March 29, 2007 which
determined that the District needs to borrow funds pursuant to its approved Measure K
and Measure R bond authorizations.

On November 5, 2002, an election was held whereby voters residing in the District
approved a ballot measure (Measure K) authorizing the District to issue $3.35 bilion in
general obligation bonds for various capital improvements. To date, the District has
issued $2.60 bilion of such Measure K Bonds. On March 2, 2004, an election was held
whereby voters residing in the District approved a ballot measure authorizing the District
to issue an additional $3.87 billon in general obligation bonds for various capital

improvements. .To date, the District has issued $1.50 bilion of such Measure R Bonds.
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Pursuant to Section 15264 of the Education Code, the Board of Supervisors is
responsible for offering the District's bonds for sale. Such bonds are to be issued in the
name and on behalf of such school district by the Board of Supervisors of the County
following receipt of the district resolution requesting such borrowing.

Implementation of Strateqic Plan Goals

This action supports the County's Strategic Plan Goal of Service Excellence by

providing one-stop service delivery to the District. It supports the Strategic Plan Goal of
Organizational Effectiveness through collaborative actions among County departments
and other governmental jurisdictions. It supports the Strategic Plan Goal of Fiscal
Responsibilty by providing investment in and development of public school
infrastructure in this County.

FISCAL IMPACT/FINANCING

None to the County. All debt wil be repaid by the District.

FACTS AND PROVISIONS/LEGAL REQUIREMENTS

The Resolution provides for issuance of the Los Angeles Unified School District
General Obligation Bonds, Election of 2002, Series C and General Obligation Bonds,
Election of 2004, Series H (collectively, the "Bonds") at a true interest cost of not to
exceed eight percent (8.0%). The final structure will be determined at the time of
pricing to achieve the lowest cost of financing within the limits of the proposition's tax
levy. The final maturity of the Bonds wil not exceed twenty-five (25) years. Provisions.
for optional redemption of the Bonds wil be described in the Bond Purchase
Agreement.

The Resolution provides for the negotiated sale of the Bonds to the underwriter and
allows for the participation of the Treasurer and Tax Collector in the pricing of the
Bonds. The District has selected Goldman, Sachs & Co. as senior managing
underwriter; the firm of Hawkins Delafield & Wood LLP as bond counsel; and U.S. Bank
National Association as paying agent.

The County wil annually levy and collect ad valorem taxes for the repayment of the
Bonds on behalf of the District.

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WHREAS, at least 55% of the votes cast on Measure R were in favor of authorizing the
issuance of said bonds (the "Measure R Authorization" and, together with the Measure K
Authorization, the "Authoriations"); and

WHREAS, -the Board of Education of the Distrct has requested this Board of
Supervisors (the "Board of Supervisors") of the County of Los Angeles, California (the
"County") to issue an aggregate pricipal amount not exceeding $1,000,000,000 of 

the approvedbonds pursuant to the Act and the Measure K Authorization in one or more series designated the
"Los Angeles Unified School Distrct General Obligation Bonds (County of Los Angeles),

Election of 2002, Series C (2007)", which actual remaining Measure K Authorization is
$750,000,000 (equal to the difference between the $3,350,000,000 aggregate principal amount of
bonds approved pursuant to the Measure K Authorization and the $2,100,000,000 aggregate
principal amount of Measure K bonds issued in March 2003 and the $500,000,000 aggregate
principal amount of Measure K bonds issued in February 2007), and to issue an aggregate
principal amount not exceeding $1,000,000,000 of 

the approved bonds pursuant to the Act andthe Measure R Authorization in one or more series designated the "Los Angeles Unified School
District General Obligation Bonds (County of Los Angeles), Election of 2004, Series H (2007),"
as applicable (or such additional or other series or subseries designations as may be approved by
the Board of 

Education of the Distrct or its duly authorized designee), and to authorize the sale
of such bonds by one or more negotiated sales pursuant to one or more Bond Purchase
Agreements (each, a "Bond Purchase Agreement") to be entered into with the representative of a
group of undezwriters (the ''Underwter'') selected by the Distrct and named therein, a form of
which Bond Purchase Agreement has been submitted to and is on file with the Executive
Officer-Clerk of 

this Board of Supervisors, all according to the terms and in the maner set forth
in a resolution duly adopted by the Board of 

Education of the Distrct on March 29, 2007, whichoverstated by $250,000,000 the actual remaining Measure K Authorization, being $750,000,000
as described above, a certified copy of which has been filed with the Executive Offcer-Clerk of
this Board of Supervisors (the "Distrct Resolution"); and

WHEREAS, this Board of Supervisors accepts the representation of the District that it is
necessary and desirable that the Bonds (defined below) be issued and sold by a negotiated sale
for the puroses for which the Bonds have been authorized and on the terms and conditions set

forth in the Distrct Resolution.

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE BOAR OF SUPERVISORS OF
THE COUNTY OF LOS ANGELES AS FOLLOWS:

SECTION 1. Recitals. All of the above recitals are true and correct.

SECTION 2. Distrct Resolution Incoroorated. The Distrct Resolution is incorporated
herein by reference and all of the provisions thereof are made a par hereof and shall be
applicable to the bonds herein provided for, with the exception of the remaining Measure K
Authorization, which actual amount is $750,000,000, and except as herein othezwise expressly
provided.

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SECTION 3. Purose of Bonds. The proceeds of the Measure K Bonds and the
Measure R Bonds will be applied to the puroses permtted under the Act, and the applicable
Authorization.

SECTION 4. Authorization and DesÜmation of the Bonds.

(a) This Board of Supervisors hereby authorizes on behalf of the Distrct, the
issuace in one or more seres and sale or sales of not to excee $750,000,000 aggregate

pricipal amount of bonds of the Distrct pursuant to the Act and the Measure K Authorization
and designates the bonds to be issued and sold as the "Los Angeles Unified School Distrct
General Obligation Bonds, Election of 2002, Series C (2007)" with such additional or other
series designations (the "Measure K Bonds") as may be approved in accordance with Section i i
of the Distrct Resolution.

(b) Ths Board of Supervisors hereby authorizes on behalf of the Distrct, the
issuance, as applicable, in one or more series and sale or sales of 

not to exceed $1,000,000,000aggregate principal amount of bonds of the Distrct pursuant to the Act and the Measure R
Authorization and designates the bonds to be issued and sold as the "Los Angeles Unified School
Distrct General Obligation Bonds, Election of 2004, Series H (2007)" with such additional or

other series or subseries designations (the "Measure R Bonds" and, together with the Measure K
Bonds, the "Bonds") as may be approved in accordance with Section 1 1 of the Distrct
Resolution.

(c) The Bonds may be issued in one or more series and from time to time (but not
later than June 30,2008). The Bonds may bear such additional designation as may be approved
by an Authorized Offcer.

SECTION 5. Form of Bonds; Execution.

(a) Book-Entr. The Depository Trust Company, New York, New York ("The
Depository Trust Company"), is hereby appointed depository for the Bonds. The Bonds shall be
issued in book-entr form only, and shall be initially registered in the name of "Cede & Co.," as
nominee of The Depository Trust Company, and registered ownership of the Bonds may not
thereafter be transferred except as provided in Section 10 hereof. One bond certificate shall be
issued for each interest rate for each matuty of the Bonds.

(b) Form of Bonds. The Bonds shall be issued in fully registered form without
coupons. The Bonds, and the paying agent's certificate of authentication and registration and the
form of assignent to appear on each of them, shall be in substantially the form attched hereto
as Exhibit A, with necessar or appropriate varations, omissions and insertions as permitted or
required by ths County Board of 

Supervisors Resolution (this "Resolution").

(c) Execution of Bonds. The Bonds shall be signed by the manual or facsimile
signatues of the Chair, Chairman or Mayor of this Board of Supervisors (the "Chairman of ths
Board of Supervsors") and of the Treasurer and Tax Collector of the County or any authorized
deputy thereof (the "Treasurer"), and countersigned by the manual or facsimile signatue of the
Executive Officer-Clerk of ths Board of Supervisors or any authorized deputy. The Bonds shall

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be authenticated by a manual signatue of a duly authorized offcer of the Paying Agent (as
defined in Section 9(a) hereof).

( d) Valid Authentication. Ony such of the Bonds as shall bear thereon a certificate
of authentication and registration as described in subsection (b), executed by the Paying Agent,
shall be valid or obligatory for any puiose or entitled to the benefits of this Resolution, and such
certificate of the Payig Agent shall be conclusive evidence that the Bonds so authenticated have
been duly authenticated and delivered hereunder and are entitled to the benefits of this
Resolution.

( e) Identifving Number. The Paying Agent shall assign each Bond authenticated and
registered by it a distinctive letter, or number, or letter and number, and shall maintain a record
thereof at its principal corporate trst office, which record shall be available to the Distrct and
the County for inspection.

SECTION 6. Terms of Bonds.

(a) Date of Bonds. Each Bond shall be dated the date of delivery, or such other date
as shall be set forth in the Bond Purchase Agreement relating to such Bonds.

(b) Denominations. The Bonds shall be issued in denominations of $5,000 principal
amount or any integral multiple thereof.

(c) Maturity. The Bonds shall matue on the date, in each of the year, in the
pricipal amounts and in the aggregate principal amount as shall be set fort in the Bond

Purchase Agreement relating to such Bonds. No Bond shall matue later than the date which is
25 years from the date of such Bond, to be determined as provided in subsection (a) of this
Section.

(d) Interest. As used in this Resolution and in the Bonds, the terms "interest payment

date" and "interest date" shall be interchangeable, and shall mean Januar 1 and July 1 of each
year until the final maturity of the Bonds, or such other dates specified in the Bond Purchase
Agreement relating to such Bonds.

The Bonds shall bear interest at an interest rate not to exceed 8% per anum payable on
Januar 1 and July 1 in each year until the matuty of the Bonds or on such other interest
payment dates,. and shall commence payment, all as shall be set forth in the Bond Purchase
Agreement, relating to such Bonds, computed on the basis of a 360-day year of twelve (12) 30-
day months. Each Bond shall bear interest from the interest payment date next preceding the
date of authentication thereof, unless it is authenticated as of a day during the period after the
Record Date (as defined in Section 7(b) herein) immediately preceding any interest payment date
to and including such interest payment date, in which event it shall bear interest from such
interest payment date, or unless it is authenticated on or before the Record Date preceding the
first interest payment date, in which event it shall bear interest from its dated date; provided, that
if, at the time of authentication of any Bond, interest is in default on any outstanding Bonds, such
Bond shall bear interest from the interest payment date to which interest has previously been
paid or made available for payment on the outstanding Bonds.

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SECTION 7. Payment.

(a) PrincipaL. The principal of the Bonds shall be payable in lawful money of the
United States of America to the person whose name appear on the bond registrtion books of
the Paying Agent (as described in Section 9(d) hereof) as the registered owner thereof (the
"Owner"), upon the surender thereof at the principal corporate trst offce of 

the Paying Agent.

(b) Interest: Record Date. The interest on the Bonds shall be payable in lawful
money of the United States of America to the Owner thereof as of the close of business on the
15th day of the month preceding an interest payment date (the "Record Date"), whether or not
such day is a business day, such interest to be paid by check mailed on such interest payment
date (if a business day, or on the next business day if the interest payment date does not fall on a
business day) to such Owner at such Owner's address as it appears on the bond registrtion
books described in Section 9( d) or at such address as the Owner may have filed with the Paying
Agent for that purose except that the payment shall be made in immediately available fuds
(e.g., by wire transfer) to any Owner of at least one milion dollars ($1,000,000) of outstanding
Bonds who shall have requested in wrting such method of payment of interest prior to the close
of business on the Record Date immediately preceding any interest payment date. So long as
Cede & Co. or its registered assigns shall be the Owner of the Bonds, payment shall be made in
immediately available funds as provided in Section 1 O( d) hereof.

(c) Payment Fund. Principal and interest due on the Bonds shall be paid from the
respective interest and sinking fud of the Distrct for the related series of Bonds as provided in
Section 15146 of the Education Code (the "Debt Service Fund"). No par of any fud of the

County is pledged or obligated to the payment of the Bonds.

SECTION 8. Redemption Provisions.

(a) Optional Redemption. The Bonds of each series shall be subject to redemption, at
the option of the Distrct, on the dates and terms as shall be designated in the related Bond

Purchase Agreement. Any Bond Purchase Agreement may provide that a portion of the Bonds
shall not be subject to optional redemption.

If the Bonds of a series shall be subject to optional redemption and less than all of the
Bonds of such series are called for such redemption, such Bonds shall be redeemed in inverse
order of matuties of such series or as otherwise directed by the Distrct, and if less than all of
the Bonds of any given matuty of a series are called for redemption, the portions of such bonds
of a given matuty to be redeemed shall be determined by lot.

(b) Mandatory Sinking Fund Redemption. The Bonds, if any, which are designated
in a Bond Purchase Agreement as Term Bonds shall also be subject to redemption prior to their
stated matuty dates, without a redemption premium, in par by lot, from mandatory sinkng
fund payments in the amounts and in accordance with the terms to be specified in such Bond
Purchase Agreement. The principal amount of each mandatory sinking fud payment of any
matuty shall be reduced proportionately by the amount of any Bonds of that matuty optionally
redeemed prior to the mandatory sinkng fud payment date. A Bond Purchase Agreement may
provide that Bonds sold thereunder shall not be subject to mandatory sinking fud redemption.

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(c) Notice of Redemption. Notice of redemption of any Bonds shall be given by the
Payig Agent upon the wrtten request of the Distrct given at least 60 days prior to the date
designated for such redemption. Notice of any redemption of Bonds shall be mailed postage
prepaid, not less than thrt (30) nor more than sixty (60) days prior to the redemption date(i) by
fist class mail to the respective Owners thereof at the addresses appearng on the bond
registration books described in Section 9( d), (ii) by secured mail to all organzations registered
with the Securties and Exchange Commssion as securties depositories, (iii) to at least two
infonnation servces of national recogntion which disseminate redemption infonnation with

respect to muncipal securties, and (iv) as may be fuer required in accordance with the
Continuing Disclosure Certificate of 

the Distrct described in Section 16.

Each notice of 
redemption shall contain all of 

the following infonnation:

(i) the date of such notice;

(ii) the name of the Bonds and the date of 
issue of the Bonds;

(iii) the redemption date;

(iv) the redemption price;

(v) the matuty dates of the Bonds to be redeemed;

(vi) (if less than all of the Bonds of any maturty of a series are to be

redeemed) the distinctive numbers of the Bonds of each matuty of such
series to be redeemed;

(vii) (in the case of 
Bonds redeemed in par only) the respective portions of 

theprincipal amount of the Bonds of each matuty to be redeemed;

(viii) the CUSIP number, if any, of each matuty of 

Bonds to be redeemed;

(ix) a statement that such Bonds must be surrendered by the Owners at the

principal corporate trust office of the Paying Agent, or at such other place
or places designated by the Paying Agent; and

(x) notice that fuher interest on such Bonds wil not accrue after the

designated redemption date.

(d) Effect of Notice. A certificate of the Paying Agent or the District that notice of
call and redemption has been given to Owers and to the appropriate securities depositories and
infonnation services as herein provided shall be conclusive as against all paries. The actual
receipt by the Owner of any Bond or by any securties depository or infonnation service of
notice of redemption shall not be a condition precedent to redemption, and failure to receive such
notice, or any defect in the notice given, shall not affect the validity of the proceedings for the
redemption of such Bonds or the cessation of interest on the date fixed for redemption.

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When notice of reemption has hee given suhsttially as proVided for herin, and when

the redemption price of the Bonds caed for reemption is set aside for the purose as described
in subsection (e) of ths Section, the Bonds designted for redemption shall becme due and
payable on the specified reemption date and inter shall ceae to accrue thern as of the

reemption date, and upon presentation and surender of such Bonds at the place specified in the
notice of redemption, such Bonds shall be reeeed and paid at the reemption price thereof out

of the money prvided therefor. The Owers of such Bonds so called for reemption after such
redemption date shall look for the payment of such Bonds and the reemption premium thereon,
if any, only to the Debt Service Fund or the escrow fud established for such purose. All Bonds
redeemed shall be cancelled forthwith by the Paying Agent and shall not be reissued.

(e) Redemption Fund. Pror to or on the reemption date of any Bonds there shall be
available in the Debt Serce Fund, or held in trst for such purse as 

provided by law, moniesfor the purose and sufcient to redee, at the preiums payable as in ths resolution provided,

the Bonds designated in any notice of redemtion. Such monies so set aside in any suèh escrw
fud s! be applied on or after the reemption date solely for payment of pricipal of and

premium, if any, on the Bonds to be reeeed upon presentation and surder of such Bonds,
provided tht all mones in the Debt Servce Fund shall be used fur the puroses eslished and
Pertted by law. Any intees due on or prior to the redemption date shl be paid frm the
Debt Servce Fund, uness otherse provided for to be paid frm such escrw. If, afr all of the
Bonds have been redeemed and cacelled or paid and cancelled, there ar monies remaing in
the Debt Serce Fund or otherise held in trt for the payment of reemption price of the

Bonds, those monies shal be held in or retued or trferrd to the Debt Serice Fund for

payment of any outstading bond of the Distrct payable from that fud; provided, however, that
if those monies ar par of the proceed of bonds of the Distrct, the monies shall be trsferred

to the Debt Serce Fund. If no such bonds of the Distrct ar at such tie outstading, the
monies shall be trsfered to the general fud of the Distrct as provided and penitted by law.

(I) Defeasance of Bonds. If at any tie the Distrct shall payor cause to be paid or
there shall otherse be paid to the Ower of any or all outstandig Bonds all of the principal,
intert and preum if any, rereented by such Bonds at the times and in the maner provided

herin and in the Bond, or as prvided in the followi paragraph, or as otherise provided by

law consistent herth, then suh Owner shall cease to be entitled to the obligation of the
Distct as provided in Section 12 hereof, and such obligation and all agreements and covenants

of the Distct and of the County to such Ower hereunder and under the Bonds shall therepon
be satisfied and discharged and shall leinte, except only tht the Distrct shall reain liable

for payment of all pricipal, interst and premium if any, reresented by the Bauds, bnt only out
of monies on deosit in the Debt Service Fund or otherwise held in trt for such payment; and

provided fuer, however, tht the provisions of subsection (g) herf shall apply in all events.

Al or any porton of the outstading matuties of the Bonds may be defeased prior to

matuty in the fOllOWing ways:

(i) by irrocbly depositig with the Payig Agent an amount of cash tht,

together with amounts then on deposit in the Debt Service Fund, is
sufficient to pay all Bonds outstanding and designated for defeasance,
including all principal and interest and redemption premium, if any; or

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(ii) by irevocably depositig with the Payig Agent, noncallable

United States Obligations (as defied below) togeter with cash, if

required, in such amount as wil, in the opinion of an independent certified
public accountant, together with interest to accrue thereon and monies
then on deposit in the Debt Service Fund together with the interest to
accrue thereon, be 

fully sufficient to pay and discharge all Bondsoutstanding and designated for defeasance (including all principal thereof
and interest and prepayment premiums, if any, thereon) at or before their
matuty date.

For puroses of this Section, United States Obligations shall mean:

(i) Dirt and general obligations of the United States of Amerca (incloding

slae and locl govenent seties), or obligations that ii unconditionally
guaranteed as to principal and interest by the United States of America,
inclUdig (in the cae of diret and general obligations of 

the United Stateof America) evidences of direct ownership of proportionate interests in
futue interest or principal payments of such obligations. Investments in
such proportonate interests must be limited to cirumstances wherein (a) a
ban or trust company acts as custodian and holds the underlying United
States obligations; (b) the owner of the iuvestment is the re pary in
interest and has the right to proceed directly and individually against the
obligor of the underlyig United States obligations; and (c) the underlyig
United States obligations are held in a special account, segregated from
the custodian's general assets, and are not available to satisfy any claim of
the custodian, any person claiming through the custodian, or any person to
whom the custodian may be obligated; provided that such obligations are
rated or assessed "AM" by Stadar & Poor's or "Aaa" by Moody's
Investors Service; and

(ü) Non-callable obligations of govenent sponsored agencies that are rated

"AA," by Standard & Poor's or "Aaa" by Moody's Investors Service but
are not backed by the full faith and credit of the U.S. Governent. These
iuclude the fOllowing: (a) Federal Home Loan Mortgage Corp. Debt
Obligations; (b) Fan Credit System (Fonnerly Federl Lad Bans,
Intennediate Credit Banks, and Bans for Cooperatives) Consolidated

Systemwide bonds and notes; (c) Federa Home Loan Bans Consolidate
debt obligations; (d) Federal National Mortgage Association Debt
Obligations; and (e) Resolution Funding COIp. Debt Obligations.

In the event that Bond ii being defeased puruat to pargraph (ii) of snbsecon (f) of
ths Section, the appointment of the independent cerfied public accuntat referr to therin

and any escw agent selected in connecon with said defeaance shall both be subject to County
approval.

(g) Unclaimed Monies. Any money held in any fud crted puruant to ths
Resolution, or by the Payig Agent in trt, for the payment of the PlIcipal of, redemption
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premium, if any, or interest on the Bonds and remaining unclaimed for one year after the
pricipal of all of the Bonds has become due and payable (whether by matuty or upon prior
redemption) shall be tranferred to the Debt Servce Fund for payment of any outstading bonds
of the Distrct payable from that fud; or, if no such bonds of the Distrct are at such time

outstanding, the monies shall be transferred to the general fud of the Distrct as provided and
permitted by law.

SECTION 9. Paving Agent and Disbursement Agent.

(a) Defined. As used in ths Resolution and in the Bonds, "Paying Agent" shall mean
the Treasurer or any ban, trst company, national baning association or other financial
institution appointed as authenticating agent, bond registrar, transfer agent and paying agent for
the Bonds in the maner provided in ths Resolution.

(b) Appointment; Pavment of Fees and Expenses. Ths Board of Supervisors does
hereby authorize and direct the Distrct to select and appoint one or more Paying Agents
acceptable to the Treasurer prior to the issuance of series of Bonds to act as the initial
authenticating agent, bond registrar, transfer agent and paying agent for such Bonds, and does
confirm said appointment for puioses of ths Resolution. All fees and expenses of the Paying

Agent shall be the sole responsibility of the Distrct, and to the extent not paid from the proceeds
of sale of the Bonds, or from the Debt Service Fund, insofar as pèrmitted by law, including
specifically by Section 15232 of the Education Code and insofar as money in the Debt Service
Fund is sufficient therefor, such fees and expenses shall be paid by the Distrct.

(c) Resignation. Removal and Replacement of Paving Agent. The Paying Agent
initially appointed or any successor Paying Agent may resign from service as Paying Agent and
may be removed as provided in the Paying Agent's service agreement with the Distrct 

and theCounty; provided that any successor shall be appointed with the consent of the County. Without
fuer action by the Distrct, if at any time the Paying Agent shall resign or be removed and no

successor appointed by the Distrct, the Treasurer shall appoint a successor Paying Agent, which
shall be a ban or trust company doing business in and having a corporate trust office in
Los Angeles, Californa, with at least $100,000,000 in net assets.

(d) Registration Books. The Paying Agent will keep or cause to be kept at its
principal corporate trst office suffcient books for the registration and transfer of the Bonds,

which shall at all times be open to inspection by the District, and, upon presentation for such
puiose, the Paying Agent shall, under such reasonable regulations as it may prescribe, register
or tranfer or cause to be registered or transferred on the books, Bonds as provided in Section 11
hereof The Payig Agent shall keep accurate records of all fuds administered by it and of all
Bonds paid and discharged by it. Such records shall be provided, upon reasonable request, to the
County in a format mutually agreeable to the Paying Agent and the County.

(e) Disbursement Agent. For any period of time in which the Treasurer is not acting
in the capacity of Paying Agent, the Treasurer shall serve as disbursement agent hereunder and
shall transfer monies from the Debt Service Fund to the Paying Agent in order to make payments
of principal and interest on the Bonds.

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SECTION 10. Transfer Under Book-Entr System; Discontinuation of Book-Entr
SYstem.

(a) The Bonds shall be intially issued and registered as provided in Section 5.
Registered ownership of such Bonds, or any portion thereof, may not thereafter be transferred
except:

(i) To any successor of Cede & Co., as nominee of The Depository Trust
Company, or its nominee, or to any substitute depository designated pursuant to clause
(Ii) of ths section (a "substitute depository"); provided, that any successor of Cede &
Co., as nominee of The Depository Trust Company or substitute depository, shall be
qualified under any applicable laws to provide the services proposed to be provided by it;

(ii) To any substitute depository not objected to by the Distrct or the County,
upon (1) the resignation of The Depository Trust Company or its successor (or any
substitute depository or its successor) from its fuctions as depository, or (2) a

detennination by the County (upon consultation with the Distrct) to substitute another
depository for The Depository Trust Company (or its successor) because Th~ Depository
Trust Company or its Successor (or any substitute depository or its successor) is no longer
able to car out its fuctions as depository; provided, that any such substitute depository

shall be qualified under any applicable laws to provide the services proposed to be
provided by it; or

(b) In the case of any transfer pursuant to clause (i) or clause (ii) of subsection (a) of
this section, upon receipt of the outstanding Bonds by the Paying Agent, together with a wrtten
request of the Distrct or County to the Paying Agent, a new Bond for each interest rate for eachmatuty shall be executed and delivered in the aggregate principal amount of the Bonds then
outstanding, registered in the name of such Successor or such substitute depository, or their
nominees, as the ca may be, all as specified in such wrtten reuest of the Distrct or County.
In the case of any trfer puruat to clause (üi) of subsection (a) of ths setion, upon receipt of
the outstanding Bonds by the Paying Agent together with a written request of the Distrct or
County to the Payig Agent, new Bond shall be executed and delivered in such denominatons,
numbered in the maner detennined by the Paying Agent, and registered in the names of such
persons, as are requested in such wrtten request of the Distrct or County, subject to the

litations of Secion 5 and the receipt of such a wrtten reuest of the Distct or County, an

thereafter, the Bonds shall be transferred pursuant to the provisions set fort in Section i i of this
Resolution; provided, that the Paying Agent shall not be required to deliver such new Bonds
within a period of less than sixty (60) days after the receipt of any such wrtten request of the
Distrct or County.

(iii) To any person as provided below, upon (1) the resignation of The
Depository Trust Company or its successor (or substitute depository or its successor)
from its fuctions as depository, or (2) a detennination by the County 

(upon consultationwith the Distrct) to remove The Depository Trust Company or its successor (or any
substitute depository or its successor) from its fuctions as depository.

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(c) The County, the Distrct and the Payig Agent shall be entitled to treat the person
in whose name any Bond is registered as the owner thereof, notwthstanding any notice to the
contrar received by the County, the Distrct or the Paying Agent; and the County, the Distrct

and the Payig Agent shall have no responsibility for transmitting payments 

to, communcatingwith, notifyng, or otherwise dealing with any beneficial owners of the Bonds, and neither the
County, the Distrct or the Paying Agent shall have. 

any responsibility or obligation, legal orotherwse-, to the' beneficial owners or to any other pary, including The Depository Trust
Company or its successor (or substitute depository or its successor), except for the Owner of any
Bonds.

(d) So long as the outstanding Bonds are registered in the name of Cede & Co. or its
registered assigns, the Distrct, the County and the Paying Agent shall cooperate with Cede &
Co., as sole Owner, or its registered assigns in effecting payment of the principal of and interest
on the Bonds by arranging for payment in such maner that fuds for such payments are properly
identified and are made immediately available (e.g., by wire transfer) on the date they are due.

SECTION i i. Transfer and Exchange.

(a) Transfer. Following the tennation or removal of the depository pursuant to
Section 10 hereof, any Bond may, in accordance with its tenns, be transferred, upon the books
required to be kept pursuant to the provisions of Section 9( d) hereof, by the Owner 

thereof, inperson or by the duly authorized attorney of such Owner, upon surender of such Bond to the
Payig Agent for cancellation, accompanied by delivery of a duly executed wrtten instrent of

transfer in a fonn approved by the Paying Agent.

Whenever any Bond or Bonds shall be surendered for transfer, the designated County
officials shall execute and the Paying Agent shall authenticate and deliver, as provided in
Section 5, a new Bond or Bonds of the same series, matuty, interest payment mode and interest
rate for a like aggregate pricipal amount. The Paying Agent may require the payment by any
Owner of Bonds requesting any such transfer of any tax or other governental charge required
to be paid with respect to such transfer.

No transfer of any Bond shall be required to be made by the Paying Agent durng the
period from (1) the close of business on the applicable Record Date to and including the

succeeding interest date, or (2) the close of business on the date on which notice is given that
such Bond has been selected for redemption in whole or in par, to and including the designated
redemption date.

(b) Exchange. The Bonds may be exchanged for Bonds of other authorized
denominations of the same series, matuty and interest payment mode, by the Owner thereof, in
person or by the duly authorized attorney of such Ower, upon surender of such Bond to the
Paying Agent for cancellation, accompaned by delivery of a duly executed request for exchange
in a fonn approved by the Payig Agent.

Whenever any Bond or Bonds shall be surendered for exchange, the designated County
officials shall execute and the Paying Agent shall authenticate and deliver, as provided in
Section 5, a new Bond or Bonds of the same series, maturity, interest payment mode and interest
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rate for a like aggregate pricipal amount. The Paying Agent may require the payment by the
Ower requesting such exchange of any ta or other governental charge required to be paid
with respect to such exchange.

No exchange of any Bonds shall be required to be made by the Paying Agent during the
period from (1) the close of business on the applicable Record Date to and including the
succeeding interest - date, or (2) the close of business on the date on which notice is given that
such Bond has been selected for redemption in whole or in par, to and including the designated
redemption date.

SECTION 12. Obligation of Distrct. The Bonds represent the statutory obligation of the
Distrct. The money for the payment of principal, redemption premium, if any, and interest with
respect to the Bonds shall be raised by taxation upon all taxable propert in the Distrct and

provision shall be made for the levy and collection of such taxes in the maner provided by law
and for such payment out of the Debt Service Fund, and the Board of Supervisors of the County
hereby covenants to levy ad valorem taes for the payment of the Bonds on all property in the
Distrct subject to taxation by the Distrct without limitation as to rate or amount (except certain
personal property which is taxable at limited rates).

SECTION 13. Sale of Bonds: Bond Purchase Agreement. The Bond Purchase Agreement
submitted to and on file with the Executive Officer-Clerk of this Board of Supervisors providing
for the negotiated sale by this Board of Supervisors and the purchase by the Underwter of a
series of the Bonds at a purchase price to be set forth therein (which purchase price shall be
approved by the Treasurer, this Board of Supervisors hereby expressly delegating to such officer
the authority to execute each Bond Purchase Agreement on its behalf) is hereby approved;
provided, that (i) the tre interest cost for the Bonds shall not be in excess of 8%; (ii) the
maximum interest rate (coupon) on the Bonds shall not be in excess of 8% per anum; (iii) the
underwter's discount shall not exceed 1.0% of the aggregate principal amount of the Bonds;
and (iv) the Bonds shall otherwise conform to the limitations specified herein.

Each Bond Purchase Agreement shall recite the aggregate principal amount of the Bonds
sold pursuant to such Bond Purchase Agreement, the date thereof, the matuty dates, principal
amounts and anual rates of interest of each matuty thereof, the initial and semianual interest
payment dates thereof, and the terms of optional and mandatory sinking fund redemption thereof.

The Treasurer (or an authorized deputy or delegate of the Treasurer) is hereby authorized
and directed to accept the offer of the Underwter when the offer is satisfactory to the Treasurer,
and to execute and deliver the each Bond Purchase Agreement on behalf of the County in
substantially the form now on file with ths Board of Supervisors, with such changes therein as
shall be approved by the authorized offcer of the County executing the same, and such execution
shall constitute conclusive evidence of the Treasurer's approval and this Board of Supervisors'
approval of any change therein to the form of such Bond Purchase Agreement.

SECTION 14. Deposit and Investment of Proceeds.

(a) The proceeds of sale of the Bonds, exclusive of any premium and accrued interest
received, shall be deposited in the County treasur and credited to the building fund of the
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Distct (the "Buildig Fund'). The Distrct shall have sole responsibility that snch proceeds be
nsed for the PlDse for which the Bonds are being issned. Any preinm and accrned interest
recived shl be depsited npon receipt by the Distrct in the Debt Serice Fund with the
County treasur.

(h) All fuds held herunder shall be invested by the Treur puruant to
Section 53601 of 

the Goveient Code of 

the State ("Section 53601"). The Distrct may, to theextent pertted by law, deliver a wrtten reuest to the Treasurr such tht, all or any portion of
the Building Fund of the Distrct may be invested in:

(i) the Local Agecy Invesent Fund in the trasury of the State;

(ii) investment agrments, including guarantee investment contrts, which
comply with the requirements of each rating agency then ratng the Bonds necesar in
order to maintain the then-curent rating on the Bonds; or

(iii) any other invesent authorized puruat to Section 53601.

Any exces procees of the Bonds not needed for the authorized pnroses set fort herin
fur which the Bonds ar beig isned shal be trfered to the Debt Serce Fund and applied to

the payment of principal of and interest on the Bonds.

SECTION 15. Tax Covenant. The County acknOWledges and relies npon the fact tht the
Distct has repreted and covenated tht it shl not take any action, or fail to tae any action,
if sneh action or failur to take such acon wonld adversely affect the exclusion frm grss
income of the intet payable on the Bonds under Secton 103 of the Interal Revenue Code of

1986, as amended (the "Code"), and that it will comply with the requirements of 

the initial Tax
Cerficate and each subsequent Tax Certificate of the Distrct with respect to the Bonds, to be
entere into by the Distrct as of the repective dates of issuace of the Bonds, and furter that
such reresentation and covenat shl surive pa Yfent in ful or defeaance of the Bonds.

SECTION 16. Continuing DiSclosure Cerficate. The County acknOWledges and relies
upo the fact tht the Distrct ha repreented that it shl execute a Contiuing Disciosur

Cerficate contaning the intial COvenants of the Distct as shal be necessa to comply wit1
the requiements of Securities and EXChage Commission Rule i 5c2 _ i 2, and th the Distrct has
COVenanted tht it will comply with and can out all of the provisions of the initial Contiuing
Disclosur Cerficate and eah snbsequent Continuing Disclosur Certficate. The Distrct shall
fuction as Or canse the apointment of a diSsetion agent, who shal perform all duties and

obligations of the Dissemintion Agent as set fort in the reective Continuig Disclosur

Certficate, and the County shal have no respnsibilties either for compliance with any

Contiuig Disclosur Cerficate or for the duties of the Dissemintion Agent.

SECTION 17. Limited Resonsibilitv for Offcial Statement. Neither the Boar of
Snpersors nor any offcer of the County ha preared or reviewed or will preare or review any
offcial statement of the Distct describing the Bonds (each, an "Offcial Statement'J, and ths

Board of Supervisors and the varous offcer of the County take no responsibility for the
contents or distrbution theref; provided, however, that Solely with respect to a setion

contaned or to be contaned therin describing the County's investment policy, curt portfolio
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holdings, and valuation procedures, as they may relate to fuds of the Distrct, the Treasurer is

hereby authorized and directed to prepare and review such inonnation for inclusion in each of
the Distrct's Official Statements and in each preliminar Offcial Statement, and to certify to the
Distrct prior to or upon the issuance of each series of the Bonds that the infonnation contained
in such section does not contai any untre statement of a material fact or omit to state any
material fact necessar in order to make the statements made therein, in 

the light. of thecircumstances under which they are made, not misleading.

SECTION 18. Approval of Actions. The Chainnan of this Board of Supervisors, the
Executive Officer-Clerk of 

this Board of Supervisors, the County Auditor-Controller, the County
Counsel, and the Treasurer and the deputies and designees of any of them, are hereby authorized
and directed to execute and deliver any and all certificates, representations and agreements, as
may be acceptable to County Counsel, including signatue certificates, and other certificates
proposed to be delivered in connection with each sale of Bonds, necessar and desirable to
accomplish the transactions authorized herein.

SECTION 19. Effective Date. Ths resolution shall take effect from and after its
adoption.

FINDINGS

The Los Angeles Unified School District ("the Districr' is supponed by a
cOmmunty that is COmmttd to creating and maintaig a high-quaity learng em.ironment for all

of its approximately 750,000 students.

The Distrct has experienced enormous growth within the pas, 20 year, adding
approxiately 190,000 students - a number ilt is itself larger th any other school district in
Califomia. Consequently, over i 00,000 more Studets ar enrlled in the Distrct than it has two-
semester seats for them to occupy. More iln 15,000 students cannot attnd their neighborhood
schools due to overcding and must instead be bUssed to other capuses, someties more th an
hour away. Enrllment is expected to COntinue to increase by thousands of students each Yea.
Furermore, additional facilities ar necessar if the Distrct is going to be able to achieve the
educational benefits of smaller 1eamig environments.

Despite the chaleuges of fidig cleau useable land and sitig schools in a dense
urba euvirnmeut, the Distrct is making enormous progres in meeting the urgeut demand for

additioual facilties. Since 1983, the Distrct has opeued 33 new schools, built 53 additions to
existing schools, and added 5,479 additional ponable classrooms. It has Signficantly Upgrded its
professional school-constction and facilities-mangement staff The Distrct has, in recent year,
been highly SUCcessful in competig With other distrcts in Califomi for limited state fuds, having

secured approximately $680 miion in 2001-02 and CUrrently having high-priOrity applications for
over $1 billion in state new-cOnstnction bond funds.

In addition to the need for new schools, the Distrct urgently needs funds to repair,
Upgrde, and moderne its existig facilities. Approxiately 70% of the Distrct's exiting
